I am greatly surprised, Messrs. Editors, to see such

It is injurious to our minds to be withdrawn from 
their appropriate work, and distracted by an endless

| In most cases, the parents of these children are very 
| poor—and many are vicious—so that the infant school 
is to them, a welcome retreat fourm the disorder and 
misery of a comfortless home. ‘They leave, in the 
morning, the sight of intoxication, and the sound of 
profanity and vulgar mirth, to hear through the rest of 
j the day, the voice of prayer and praise, blended with 
instruction, It is painful to consign them again, when 
| the school closes at night, to such parents, and such 
homes—for thus the enemy is permitted to ke sowin 
| tures, while we are sowing wheat; and they must bot 
| grow together;—but our preyer is, that the good seed 
| may spring up anit choke the tares, and make them 
lunfruitful. We do not wish, however, to give the im- 
| pression that al/, or even the greater part of our child- 
\ren, have worthless parents. Many of them are the 
| children of very worthy and industrious people, who 
lendeavor, as far as they are able, to second at home 
| the good influence of the school. Itis our pleasant 
work to assist such parents in the difficult task of train- 
ing up their little ones in the way they should go; a 
task far more difficult for the peor of a city, than we 
ean easily imagine. ‘The poor mother, instead of stay- 
“ne to watch over and instruct her child- 
ren, must go abroad to labor for their support, and 
leave them to the manifold evils of neglect and bad 
}company. She is forced to speud that time in earning 
| food for them, which she would gladly spend in feed- 
| ing them with the bread of life. By such parents, our 
| schools are fully appreciated; and they frequently ex- 
| press, with tears of gratitude, their sense of obligation 
| for such a safe and comfortable asylum for their litte 
| ones. It has been very affecting to observe the benev- 
olence of some of these poor mothers towards the 
children of their idle and vicious neighbors. In several 
cases, they have been known togive their own children’s 
| clothes, which they could ill afford to spare, in order 
| to get those children into the fifant school, whose idle 
and intemperate mothers neglected to provide for them. 
Two mothers of scholars belonging to our schools, 
jare in jail, and three are in the house of correction. 
| One child was received at eighteen months, whose 
| father was, at that time, in the state prison. He is now 
four years old, and has been in the school ever since. 
The futher of two other scholurs was a ringleader in 
the piracy and murder of the captain and mate of the 
French brig Le Clair, in the year 1828. His children 
are among our most interesting and promising scholars, 
}and have never attended any other school. 
| One day at recess, when the children of Bedford 
| strect school were with the assistant, one of the little 
| girls told a falsehood. Some ofthe others were so dis- 
jtressed at her fault, that, of their own accord, they 
| knelt down together to pray, in their own language, 
that she might be forgiven. ‘They were led to do this, 
probably, from the fact that sometime previous, when 
}a boy was detected in a falsehood, the teacher called

cial eflects of this system. ‘The mother of one of the 
| little hovs told us, that, one morning, after his father, 
(who was in the habit of using profane language),had 
left the room, the child sighed deeply. His mother 
asked him if he sighed to hear lis father speak as he 
did. “ Yes, mother,” for the command- 
ment says, ‘ God will not hold him guiltless, that ta- 
keth his name in vain,’ and I am afraid if father don’t 
leave off saying so, he will never go to that good plece 
where God is.”

DOING GOOD, 
Mr. Eprror,—At the late school convention in this 
city a teacher mentioned an experiment in his school 
of practically teaching to childres, the great Christian 
principle of doing good to their neighbors. —_ 
Afier relating to his pupils a visit he had just made 
to some poor families where he found several children 
unable to attend school from want of clothes, he re- 
quested those who wished to do something to aid those 
children, to raise their hands, His forty boys expres- 
sed their wish by raising about sixty hands and sever- 
al feet. The question was then asked, what they would 
do? In reply, they agreed to pay two cents a week each. 
Where would they get it? ‘They would save it from 
money usually spent for toys and sweetmeats. They 
would also collect old clothes and have them fitted for 
the children who needed them. In the course of one 
week these forty boys fitted out thirteen children to 
school, and collected one dollar and sixty cents for oth- 
er purposes, 
Several other schools are already trying this experi - 
ment stated to the convention, and it is hoped that the 
example of doing good to each other will be followed 
by every school and every child in the Union.

THE CHEROKEE CASR. 
Ought it to be quietly hushed up, in contempt of the 
late decision? 





The 
decision is, that Cherokee territory, property, and per- 
sons, are all inviolable by our sacred laws and treaties. 
But we know that they are all trampled on. How then 
ean it be said-that there would be an end of the case, 
ifthe keeper of the penitentiary should thrust out those 
apostles privily? 
I hold that the Executive of the United States in 
neglecting to execute the law of the Union, which pro- | 
hibits all unlicensed persons from entering on Cherokee | 
lands, has been guilty of a high crime, for which, in 
any sane state of the public mind, he would have been 
impeached and convicted long ago. But whatever 
doubt he or any body else may have had as to his du- 
ty in that respect heretofore, he can have none now. 
The Intercourse Law of 1802, viz. that law by which 
the people of the United States have prohibited all 
persons from setting foot on Cherokee lands and taking 
and using or carrying away anything, under penalties 
of 3 to 12 month’s imprisonment and $100 to $1000 fine, 
is still in force, unrepealed hy Congress, as much as the
